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POTATOES 
SUMMARY OF 1950 CENSUS DATA ON ACREAGE, 
PRODUCTION, AND YIELD, BY SIZE OF FARMS 





One of the country's leading pioneers in factory assembly line production 
remarked @ number of years ago that he was not interested in farming because 
farm production could not be geared to an assembly line basis. Perhaps he was 
born too soon. The modern machinery available to farmers has revolutionized 
production of a number of farm products. In this transition the farm that 
produces a small quantity of many different agricultural commodities is rapidly 
disappearing. 


A few farms produce most of the potatoes. 


Potato production is no exception to this general rule of more specialized, 
concentrated production. This fact is borne out by the detailed breakdown of 
potato acreage and production by size of farm which the Bureau of Census made in 
the 1950 census tabulation at the request of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


Figure 1 shows that many farms, 1,649,906 of them, or about 1 out of every 
3 farms in the United States produced potatoes, averaging 1 acre of potatoes per 
farm. However, three-tenths of 1 percent of the farms raising potatoes, or only 
5,078 farms, had 50 or more acres of potatoes, yet they produced 42 percent of 
the total crop. The next largest classification, farms with 25 to 50 acres of 
potatoes, representing one-half of 1 percent’of the potato farms produced 21 
percent of the crop. Therefore, less than 1 percent of all farms growing potatoes 
produced almost two-thirds of the crop. At the other extreme, 96 percent of all 
potato farms had less than 3 acres each, and produced less than 10 percent of the 
crop. 


Similar situations were found in nearly all States, whether a large 
commercial State or one having a relatively small commercial acreage. In Maine 
there were 14,904 potato farms, but 677 of these farms had 50 or more acres of 
potatoes and produced 43 percent of the crop. In Indiana 19 growers out of 
34,318 produced about one-half of the crop. Idaho was an exception to the rule 
with 41 percent of the crop produced by the 10-to-25-acre group. Although the 
larger farms were of less relative importance in Idaho than in other major com- 
mercial potato States, there was a lower percentage (33 percent) of potato farms 
in Idaho with less than 3 acres than in any other State. There were only le 
States in which the under-3-acre group produced more than 50 percent of the crop 
- the highest State was Mississippi where this group represented 99.9 percent of 
the potato farms and accounted for 97 percent of the crop. Production in all of 
these 12 States is of minor commercial importance and their combined production 
in 1949 represented only 4 percent of the total crop.

Yield per acre higher on larger farms 


Concentration of acreage is one reason that a few farms produced most 
of the potatoes. Another reason is that the yield per acre on the larger 
farms - either through better cultural practices, better land, or both - 
was 3 times as high as the yield on farms having 0.1 to 3 acres of potatoes. 
For example, farms with 25 acres or more produced 9 times as many potatoes 
as the 0.1-to-3-acre group even though their total potato acreage was only 
3 times larger. Figure 2 shows the differences in yield per acre, by size 
of farms. 


High yields are found on large acreage farms - low yields on small 
acreage farms. This relationship holds true regardless of a State's relative 
importance in potato production with the only exceptions being Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Missouri. In fact, the percentage difference in the yield 
per acre between the large and small potato farms was quite consistent, the 
large farms in most States out-yielding the small size group by 2 to 4 times. 


Total number of potato farms declining and yield per acre increasing 


Figure 3 shows the sharp reduction that has taken place in recent years 
in the total number of farms growing potatoes. There was no significant trend 
from 1899 through 1934. Since 1934, however, there has been a sharp decline 
from 3,100,000 to 1,650,000 potato farms in 1949 representing a decrease of 
almost 50 percent in 15 years. 


Information is not available on the number of farms growing potatoes in 
1950, 1951 or 1952 to show the changes which may have taken place since the 
1949 crop census. However, with the sharp reduction in acreage of 19 percent 
which occurred between the 1949 and 1952 crops, it is probable that there has 
been a further decrease in the total number of potato farms. 


Figure 3 also shows the average yield per acre since 1899 for the census 
years. The 1949 yield of 228 bushels per acre was almost 3 times higher than 
the yield of 84 bushels per acre in 1899. Again, the most pronounced change 
has taken place since 1935 when the yield was only 122 bushels per acre. A 
record average yield of 253 bushels per acre for the United States was reached 
in 1950, with only slightly lower yields in 195i and 1952, according to the 
Crop Reporting Board. 


The attached tables show the census data breakdown of number of farms, 
production, and yield per acre, by size of farms, for individual States and 
the United States. These census figures do not coincide exactly with the 
revised 1949 crop estimate by the Crop Reporting Board, whe used the census 
data as a benchmark, and made certain adjustments on the basis of shipments, 
government purchases, stocks reports, disposition surveys, and acreage allow- 
ances for small plantings not obtained by the census.
